derella type. I have not read Miss 
Zona Gale's novel, and cannot judge. 
whether she has sacrificed art to sen-. 
|}timent in the so-called “happy end-. 
jing” of the play. For my part I ob-

| by the logic of characteg; and in the

tional Democrats. 
“Palerewski’s Paper.” 

The Republic is a new and enter- 
prising journal. sometimes spoken 
of as a ‘‘Paderewski paper.” It prints 
simultaneous editions in several 
cities outside the capital. The paint- 
er Ivanowski, a friend of Paderew- 
ski. who will be recalled here for the 
pictures of Maude Adams as “Peter 
Pan” which he made for the Century 
Magazine afew years ago, has taken 
-an active interest in the pushing of 
this paper and, while its position 
toward the pianist-statesman will be 
determined by events, naturally it 
could be counted on during the au- 
tumn vigorously to come to his de- 

fense whenever he was attacked by 
the Left. 

The Kurjer Poranny is generally 
regarded as a “‘Pilsudski paper,” and 
the Chief of State, although theo- 
retically without a party now, and 
| “democratic’’ rather than “radical” 
in his present political tendencies, 
was formerly a Socialist. The out- 
'and-out radical papers are the Ra- 
_botnik, a more or less official organ 
_of the Polish Socialist party—‘'P. 
/P. S.""—and the Narod, which is still 
further Left. The latter is inclined 
to be rather intemperate in its lan- 
guage, and during the excitement 
over Gen. Zellgouski's adventure 
(the seizure of Vilna from the Lithu- 
anians) it printed vicious attacks on 
Paderewski, who was representing

The latter is one of those smoothly 
written, slightly mysterious little 
sheets—like the Journal de Petro- 
grad, published in Petersburg during 
the summer of 1917——which combine 
news, a flippant Paris letter and 
more or less useful serious discussion 
with demure but constant 
ganda of their own. 

The foreigner is grateful for its 
scraps of real news and for such 
really helpful things as the series of 
enquetes published this fall on the 
various programs for a Polish Con- 
stitution, and if accustomed to read 
between the lines of his newspapers 
he can almost always pick up .a bit 
of ulterior amusement. Tucked in- 
geniously away in editorials are fra- 
quent phrases like “at a time when 
Poland was deserted by the entire 
civilized world with the exception of 
France.” And while the Journal de 
Bologne maintains a stoutly con- 
servative attitude toward Russia, par- 
ticularly on questions of the rights 
of property and of responsibility Yor 
foreign loans, it shows great liberar 
ity in quoting even the most radical 
Polish journals whenever they crit- 
icise England or attack the British 
for their policy in Ireland.

Provisions of the treaty under 
which Panama and Costa Rica 
agreed to submit to the arbitration 
of Chief Justice White their disputed 
boundary on the Atlantic side of the 
Cordilleras were cited by this Gov- 
ernment in support of its contention 


that the jurisdiction of the arbiter 
had not been exceeded in the award 
as claimed by Panama in its recent 
‘note to the State Department. 

The United States Government 
further insisted on the observance b 
| Panama of the previous award on. 
‘the Pacific side made by President 
Loubet of the French Republic, in 
(1900 and which, it declared, was 
“unequivocally accepted” by both 
Panama and Costa Rica on the Por- 
ras-Anderson treaty of 1910, the 
same convention in which the At- 
lantic boundary was submitted to 
rearbitration by the American Chief 
Justice. 

“Obligations Not Fulfilled.” 

“Notwithstanding this fact,” 
note stated, “The Government 
Panama apparently has taken nv 
steps to fulfill its obligations to 
recognize the territory on the Coeta 
|Rican side of that line as subject to

HE expansion of the 
cloth industry in the last hun-

dred is almost a measure 

of industrial development. More 

clothing is made from cotton than 
from any other fibre. 

Cotton fibre is the downy sub- 

stance or seed hairs which enclose 

the seeds of the cotton plant with 


the pod or “boll” until it is ripe. Un-' 


der the microscope it shows a flat, 
ribbon-like fibre with thick edges 
and a slight twist at intervals 
throughoyt its length, which varies 
from two inches, These 
twists give it elasticity and make it 
valuable for spinning.

When the cotton bolls 
ripened and opened, the cotton is 
picked and ginned, that is, the fibre 
is separated from the seeds, a proc- 
ess formerly done by hand at the 
rate of a pound a day, but 
Whitney's invention of the cotton gin 
late in the eighteenth century, by 
machinery in increasingly large 
quantities. 

Rid of the seed. the cotton i158 
packed in bales of 500 pounds, cov- 
ered with heavy bagging and bound 
with iron wire hoops. These bales 


eent, and 


are compressed and shipped to fac-| 


tories to be spun into yarn. 

For yarn the cotton is cleaned 
and the fibres are smoothed out and 
parallel to each other by 
chinery. As it issues from the last 
machine it is drawn into a thick 
strand called a sliver. For very fine 
varn only long fibres are used, and 
the consequent waste of short fibres 


laid 


increases the cost of the cloth. 
The slivers of cotton are drawn 
and twisted into thinner strands, 


which are wound on large bobbins, 
which are still further twisted and 
wound into fine threads on spindles 
From the spindles it is wound into 
hanks. bleached and dyed. Cotton 
fibre does not hold dyes readily, and 
must be chemically treated to enable 
It is dyed both in:the 
Cotton fibre, as it 
has no lustre, is aiso treated by a 
chemical process called merceriza- 
tion, which not only gives it lustre, 
hut strengthens the fibre
